REMARKS 

Applicant has the following response to the Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejects Claims 1-14 under 35 USC § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Eguchi et al. (US 4,741,976). This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

While Applicant traverses this rejection, in order to advance the prosecution of this 
application, Applicant is amending independent Claims 1-4 to recite that an electric current flow 
direction through the first electroluminescent film is different from that through the second 
electroluminescent film. This feature is supported by, for example, Mode 2 on pages 12 et seq. of 
the English translation of the present application as filed. 

It is respectfully submitted that this feature is not disclosed or suggested by Eguchi . 
Accordingly, Claims 1 - 1 4 are patentable thereover, and it is respectfully requested that this rejection 
be withdrawn. 

New Claims 

Applicant is also adding new Claims 15-31. Applicant believes that independent Claims 1 5 
and 16 are supported by, for example, Mode 2 on pages 12 et seq. et seq. of the English translation of 
the present application as filed, while independent Claims 17-19 are supported by, for example, 
Embodiment 2 at pages 19 et seq. of the English translation of the present application as filed.
